The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

Rewrite Claim 1 1 as follows:: A method of inhibiting bacterial infection in a mammal 
wherein said infection is caused by Bacillus or Escheria bacterium, said method 
comprising administering to said mammal a protein comprising a sequence selected 
from the group consisting of: i) SEQ ID No: 8; and ii) a sequence which has 95% identity 
to SEQ ID No: 8, in an amount effective to kill said bacteria. 

Rewrite claim 12 as follows: The method of claim 1 1 , wherein the protein is delivered by 
direct administration of the protein. 

Rewrite Claim 19 as follows: A method of inhibiting bacterial infection in a mammal 
wherein said infection is caused by Bacillus or Escheria bacterium, said method 
comprising administering to said mammal a pharmaceutical comprising a composition 
selected from the groups consisting of a bactericidal SP01 protein comprising SEQ ID 
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No: 8 and a combination of bactericidal SP01 proteins including a protein comprising 
SEQ ID No: 8, in an amount effective to kill said bacteria. 

Rewrite Claim 22 as follows: A method of inhibiting bacterial infection in a mammal 
wherein said infection is caused by Bacillus or Escheria bacterium, said method 
comprising administering to said mammal a pharmaceutical comprising a combination 
of bactericidal SP01 proteins, wherein said combination comprises a protein of SEQ ID 
No: 8 and one or more proteins selected from the groups consisting of SEQ ID No: 1-5, 
7, 9, 10 and 12-24, in an amount effective to inhibit the growth of said bacteria. 

Cancel claims 17 and 26-28. 

Reason's for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are drawn to a method of inhibiting a Bacillus or Escheria bacterial infection in a 
mammal by administering a SEQ ID No: 8. A careful search of the prior art shows that 
the sequence is novel and the specification clearly establishes that this protein is able to 
inhibit bacterial growth for these two genus'. Thus, the allowed claims are 11-15 and 
19-25.
